Forum Will Hear 
British Journalist 

"England Faces the Future" 
Is Brailsford's Topic 

The speaker nt the next meeting 
of the "People's Forum", which is to 
bo held tomorrow evening-, will be 
Mr,-?. II. N. lirallsford, whose subject 
will 1.0, "Fngland faces the Future". 
Mr. Brallsford Is a journ.allst of un- 
doubted reputation, in fact ho has 
been called the most accomplished 
ilving journalist, and tho most pcr- 
.siiaslve master of tho written word. 
In Kngland he is perhaps best known 
as the former editor of the Now 
I^cadcr — .a publication which, under 
his guidance, grew to have a circula- 
tion far outsldo the limits ot the 
]-:ngll.sh-s|>îaklng world. It gave, as 
tlie T.,ondon Nation .said, "the thought 
C labour. OS expressed by ono .of . the 
ino.'ît generous, passionate and un- 
predictable minds in journalism". 

After a brilliant career a.s student 
and Icctui-fr at Gl.asgow University, 
.Mp. JJrailHford equipped himself still 
further by tr.ivcl and study for his 
work .MS an interpreter ot national 
.and International affairs.^ Ills ex- 
perience In the East began with tlie 
Graeco-Turkl.sh War of 1S37, when he 
served ns a voiunlccr on the Greek 
Klde. lie acted as a. correspondent for 
the Manclic.îtor Guardian in Crete, 
-Macedonia and Paris. IIo spent a 
wlnte-r in 'J'urkey as director of a Bri- 
tish Itelief Fund and was tho liiitlsli 
member of the Carnegie connnisslon 
of enquiry In the Balkans on the eve 
ot the Great War. Immediately after 
the Armistice he made a lengthy stay 
In Germany, Austria and Poland, and 
lias twice travelled in Itussia since 
the revolution, lie now come to Mon- 
treal' directly from India and Pales- 
tine, where lie has been conducting In- 
dependent Investigations, 

In three books lie lias been a jilo- 
neer of constructive thinking un the 
lirobleiiis of World Peace. "Tho War 
of Steel and Gold", publlslicd a few 
months after the outbreak of the War 
was a warning of the conaeriuenccs 
which must Inevitably follow the Im- 
perial rivalries of the groat powers. 
"A I.casuc of Nations" fl!)J6), was 
the flr.---t Diodf-rn liooli' v.iilch attempt- 
ed to worlf oui In dolail the idea of 
an Intoriiatioiial society. "Olives of 
Endless Age" (1028) la an even bold- 
er argument for the necessity of In- 
ternational government.

Good Cuniniiuiiealion8 Are 
Essential to All Flights 
Over Long Distances 

Thai nood comnuiiiica';iûii I» of 
prlino Importance In .successful lontJ- 
dlstancc air flights was demonstrated 
yeatordtiy .ifternoon by- Colonel Sloolo 
of tho R.C.C.S. in his address un 
"CommunlcaUohs with tho U-IOO." 
Colonel Steele who wii:) in charge ot 
communications on this sido of tint 
ocean described the various means of 
communication used and commented 
on the success of each. 

"There are two essentials on which 
the success of modern air-traiisporl 
depends," ^tr.ttnl the loclui-er, "rnclcor- 
ology and communication-', and the 
former, niso, may be said to depend 
on the latter." 

There are four general -systems of 
communication needed In a flight 
such as that undertaken by the H-lOO 
last, spring. First tlVcftCls' I" ^"'-"^ 
communication foi*" iiictcoroloslcal re- 
ports and general traffic, iiecondly, 
and . most: Impprtanti base to ship 
communications, thirdly, communict- 
llons between tho bases .md the 
meteorological statlo'n.s, and finally 
picture transmission by wireless from 
base to shl|). 

Chiefly because of lack of time this 
last system wati not used wlUi the 
U-100 but It Is essential for tho tra-u- 
inission of weather maps. and will un- 
doubtedly bo used In the near futuro. 
Beam Syatem Used 

In the base to base system ot com- 
munications both line and wireless 
methods wero used. In this work as in 
the other branches used was made to 
a very largo extent of rxiMlng com- 
mercial apparatus and coniplcto com- 
.munIcaUbn..wa.s' . malntitlncd at all. 
times. The Avircless system was the 
Jlarconl beam unit. 

In the .ship to ha.-rc system use was 
iil.-io made of existing statlon.s and 
coininiuilcation carried yn mainly 
through Cardlngton, Itugby, P>ellclslo, 
r.jOUisberg and St. Hubert. A Io\v 
power radlo-tclcphono Hct was also 
Installed on tho ship which .was of 
great assistance In mooring, allowing 
Ihc commander to remain In constant 
touch with tho. local meteorological 
station and tho mooring officer. The 
airship also kept In touch with, vari- 
ous vessels along Ua route. 

In order that the officials at St. 
lliibcr: should he kept In constant 
touch with meteorological condltlona 
a line was kept open between the 
office and tho central dominion 
meteorological office In Toronto. 
Kept in Touch with World 

One otiiftr sida to tho comniunlca- 
lions was the reimrting of news to 
the general public. For this purpose a 
press offlco was. act tip at fiU Hubert 
with line connections to the outside 
and a apeciiil broadcast In both 
French and Kngliali was tindcrtiik'on 
by tho government.

Syracuse, N.Y., Jan. 10.— (By Kx- 
chqngo Servlcc).-7T''Amonsr the under- 
graduates in Kastern colleges tlio rah- 
ralf spirit Is slowly giving away" to 
something very like tho ISurppcan con- 
ception of 'Varsity life. In which work 
la the object, gam^a ore recreations 
and tho rest of lite Is as Individual as 
life In tho world outside," la tho opin- 
ion ot Henrietta RIppergcr In a recent 
newspaper artlcl*. 

A statement ot a psychologist who 
says "People who come to college for 
tho Ilto shouldn't come.

Sho believes that 
this decentralization of the college life 
itt eping pn In both.athlelie^ and social 
fields.

Clicniical Physical Measure- 
ments Give Results 



.1. Stanley Allen graduate student 
In physical -organic woil:, Industrial 
cellulose chemistry-, delivered a lec- 
ture yesterday lo tho Physical So- 
ciety at their five o'clock meeiing in 
the Physics building. His subject be- 
ing, "rieccnt developments in rela- 
tion to tho dl-polar moments and its 
application to some problems In or- 
ganic chcmls'lry." 

Introducing liis^ subjeot, the speaker 
explained that when the niotecul«s of 
organic compounds are symmetrical, 
tho centres ot gravity of tho positive 
and' . negatU'e' atoms coincide. How- 
ever, when the atoms are not arrang- 
ed symmetrically, the centres ot grav- 
ity do not coincide, and the product 
of this di.stanco and tho force of .at- 
iraotlon between the two poles l.-: 
known as the di-Polar moment. 

The measurement ot tho dl-Polar 
or electrical moment ot any molecule 
gives Koino indication ot its spatial 
conriguralioii. This has enabled phy- 
sical-organic chemists to indicate the 
constitution ot certain compounds of 
doubtful structure. Ono ot the most 
Important results obtained Is tho fa.ct 
that the angle between tho valaiico 
bonds ot oxygen Is similar in chain 
and substituted aromntio compounds 
to that of water In which It Is thirty 
two degrees. 

A number of compounds that ha.ve 
always been considered symmetrical 
by chemists, such as 1, 3, 5,— trinitro- 
lieiizcne, wero shown to be uiisymme- 
trlcal by tho speaker, which Is attri- 
buted to tlio peculiar chemical pro- 
perties of nitrogen. ^Mention was al- 
so inado ot tho well known Crum- 
ni-own Gibson Uule, and for Its doubt- 
ful polarity ot series, a now scries 
wa.-i suggCLSted, based on detinito phy- 
sical mcasuieineniH. The importance 
and accuracy of those measurements 
was Indicated by the tact that con- 
clusions based on them agree very 
largely with those deduced from X- 
ray analj'sls of the same 'compounds 
In tho solid stat«. 

About seventy compounds were dis- 
cussed briefly, and probable struc- 
tures put forward. One very interest- 
ing was that in no slnglo coso has 
sufficient evklonco been offered for 
tho abandonment ot tho classical tho- 
ory of the tetrahodral caA*bon atom. 
Tho theory also adds strons support 
to tho piano hexagonal structure for 
benzene and somo ot Its simple deri- 
vatives. 

The lecturer explained that he is 
working in tho region between or- 
ganic chemistry and physics, and it is 
his object to put group polarity on a 
purely matlicm.atical basis.

Pcrclval, "Is one of tiie most back- 
ward ot our subjects. 'We iiavo no; 
kcpt-puco witli modern science in 
arithmetic, Many.' toplcs are' includ?d 
which have little or no value, many 
problen^s are Inserted which have lit- 
tle relationship to life's situations. Lit- 
tle Is done to appeal to the interest ot 
tlie pupil.', and tlio grading of the 
worlc is not scientific. .\n InsuCCicic.Tt 
amount ot drill Is given. The irrangc- 
mcnt ot arithmetic should be such that 
the pupil comes repeatedly to the same 
operations with a steadily decreasing 
degree of ditticulty until the processes 
become habituated. 

Numsrous Difficulties 

In the present text-books children 
become involved in "number difficul- 
ties'; in the reading of problems be- 
fore tliey liav© sufficient facility In 
reading. They aro perplexed both by 
reading ditficullies and "number" dif- 
ficulties at the same time. The work 
of arithmetic In the first two grades 
might well be reduced in difficulty 
wltli the purpose of establishing more 
firmly tho fundamental facts that they 
aro using at their age. -Vfter facility 
ill reading l.-i sjalncd the -woi-k can 
readily be made up. Xew topics can 
be addcil also if much of the outworn 
material Is omitted. Algebra can easi- 
ly bo Introduced In connection with 
arithmetic. 

Reoommends Courses 
The speaker recommends that bio- 
logy should bo included In tho high 
school curriculum, and music and art, 
which sliouUl superseile drawing bo a 
iiecosisary element in the school 
courses in both elementary and ad- 
vanced grades. Grammar which might 
be studied as "language", and not as 
drill on technical Irregularities and 
poculloi-ltlcs of form, and spelling, 
which stresses too much drill in un- 
usual words aro also included within 
the scopo of this report.

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Elemeutary Education 

i The report submitted yesterday to 
the Protestant Board of School Commis- 
sioners of I\Iontreal is of special interest 
to JIcGill as touching the intellectual wel- 
fare of many who will one day be univer- 
sity students. Those who received their 
early education in this city will read the 
i^eport with added interest since it deals 
'with matters whereof they have first hand 
knowledge. It is gratifying for instance 
to find someone in authority who at last 
agrees with every school child that "gram- 
mex-" is a miserable, noisome imposition, 
and that a certain well-known "speller" 
contains far too many unusual words. 
Those who could never make a cow look 
like a cow will learn with pleasure that 
if the report is adopted "drawing" will 
Jbe dropped from the curriculum and "art" 
isubstituted, laying the emphasis on appre- 
ciation rather than on execution which so 
many children find impossible and which 
spurs so many gentle dispositions forever. 
The round denunciation of arithmetic as 
taught in Montreal public schools does 
much to restore a flagging faith in human 
nature. In this regard appreciation is ex- 
pected from all who have been "kept in" 
after school to recite the multiplication 
table. 

■ Of greater interest, however, than 
mere changes in the courses, is the sug- 
gestion that the high school be divided in- 
to two sections, one intended for college 
preparation and the other a "general" 
education. It seems that the framer of 
ihe report expects a child of twelve or 
thirteen to know whether it expects to go 
to college. Family fortunes change in 
four years and new capabilities develop. 
At seventeen the child may decide on col- 
lege and then if he happens to be enrolled 
in the "general" course he will have to 
waste another year or two in picking up 
subjects which will enable him to meet 
che university requirements. To lay eyes, 
'.t seems that the big trouble with fresh- 
men in this and many other colleges is 
•,hat they know too little in the realm ot 
facts, with the result that professors have 
to spend hours of valuable lecture-time 
in supplying backgrounds of facts which 
should be ih the possession of every nor- 
'.iial adult v.-ith high-school training. 

However, the report suggests that the 
'Ujiiversity should exarcise a controlling 
infliieiice on the college preparatory course, 
.and with that provision a time will prob- 
■;fibly come when freshmen can be assumed

Thero is a crying need for realism In the teach- 
ing of political science. To be true, a now method- 
ology of instruction and academic form will have 
to bo taken up, for politics, of all things, is per- 
haps tho hardest subject in tho world lo keep pace 
with, nut there is no reason why we cannot de- 
mand of American education that this bo carried 
out — It has been done, and on this campus. 

With the other sciences that should go to teach 
the University student what is tho good adjustment 
uC human relations, political sclenco has seemingly 
been neglected. They havo made our other studies 
exact, real, nnd practical, why cannot wo expect 
thai this study, one of Iho most important teach- 
ings education can render, be made something more 
than a "blind spot." 




EXTENSION LECTURES 

The |)rimo purpose of a university Is not the 
granting ot degrees, nor doling out •ufticicnt know- 
lodgo in one or two related subjects to give the re- 
cipient a comfortable means ot livelihood. Some- 
thing moro than this Is intended — a desire to make 
tho university graduate aland as a symbol of cul- 
ture and broadminUcdness, as a man who can do 
his part or at least understand the great problems 
which our world must yot solve. Not that we dis- 
parage tho highly-speclaliied training which .my 
university course necessarily gives, but at least it 
:an be said that the view of life which is fostered 
t)y the exclusive study ot Medicine, Classics, En- 
gineering, or any other single faculty of academic 
learning, is In the nature of things incomplete. Any 
attitude ot mind which falls to tako account of tho 
broad trends ot the 'thought of our time, socio]. In- 
ternational, religious, ethical, is, to say the very 
leasi. Inadequate for the main business of lite. To 
offset this possible detect many Iccturers^ot inter- 
national repute have, through tho untiring efforts 
ot some tow men, been Induced to visit Queen's. 
That more attention Is not paid to them is a mat- 
ter of deep concern. These men como lo us with 
an intimate knowledge of the worlds ot literature, 
of science, and ot medicine. They are experienced 
orators, their opinions are highly-rated and their 
lectui'es are always a source ot interest and of 
revelation to the comparatively few who are con- 
scientiously striving to broaden their outlook on 
life. No man can fall to derive benefit from this 
medium. But what happensT The bulk ot the stu- 
dents confine their Interests to a much narrower 
scopo — athletics, social affairs and their small range 
ot studies are far too important to neglect tor the 
topics which the world's greatest scholars have 
picked out a.s worthy ot universal attention. 

We do not advocate that these lesser interests 
be discarded. They are useful — nay; essential— to 
the welfare of the university student. We do con^ 
tend, though, that in view of the tact that most ot 
the great thinkers of recent times have been de 
veloped through the university it will react both 
towards the common welfare and towards the stu 
dent's own interests if moro rccognlllon be given 
this phase of university life.

POLITICAL SCIENCE 

X noted lecturer on American higher education, 
now on a tour througliout tlio Vlnsx, is spreading 
Uio doctrliio that American education Is inefficient 
in preparing the student for participation in politi- 
cal life. 

This may bo an old Irutli Just being polished 
over again, but. IJtere is certainly a need for a ré- 
introduction of such a glaring fault and a little 
work on some form of remedy which might be ap- 
plied to it. 

As has been pointed out many times bctoK, 
such pitiful examples as Chicago are examples of 
the failure of education lo prepare Iho average 
student to take part in his own government. The 
conlrol now resls in Die hands of a vicious minor- 
ity principally because they who would do tlio right 
thing havo not enough ^cnowledgo of the sltuatioiv- 
to select in a discriminating manner those who will 
best protect their Interests. There are some voters 
who cannot realize that their safely as a citizen Is 
being jeopardized by tho type of organizations 
which they put into conlrol, and wiio perpelrate or 
allow to bo perpetrated those acts wliich break down 
a representative civl) control ot public affairs. 

Wo believe that the lecturer has hit tho spot 
when ho states that there is not enough realism 
being taught in the fields ot political science. Many 
students never gel beyond tho ancient hi.story or 
colonial history stage, and most ot the secondary 
training in American history in tho secondary 
schools crowds the events of the iwenlicih century 
into a hurried two weeks, genqrully at tho close 
ut tlio semester.

DOING THE THESIS 

The University of British Columbia "Ubyssey" 
Is aroused that the "lorni-paper" system has taken 
hold so thoroughly throughout the wholo school 
that this year the students '*find themselves fahing 
four or five term essays a tew weeks before the 
Christmas examS." 

The Ubyssey believes that the weakness lies in 
the fact that term essays customarily count only 
one-flflcenlh to ono seventh ot the final grade in 
the course. But that isn't the onix of the situation. 
Term essays are valuable, but not under the pre- 
sent arrangenrieiU. 

Every course could profit by a term essay, but 
It should take the place of the final examination 
so that the student could dovoto his entire t\ma for 
the last few weeks of the quorter to . preparation 
of tho essays. There should bo no assignments dur- 
ing tho timo the essay was being written, but the 
theses should be dlfftciiU enough to keep the stu- 
dent busy during the closing part of tho term. 

Ideally, term themes should not he worked on 
until the student has had the benefit ot at least the 
major part of the quarter In that siibjecl, Assign- 
ment of a long term paper, If the course is termi- 
nated with a final examination and nsslgninents 
aro given every day dur|ng. the quarter, works a 
hardship on tho student. Themes should ho assign- 
ed preferably three weeks before Llio close ot the 
quarter nnd the remainder ot the quarter should 
bo devoted exclusively lo preparation of tho paper.

Economics 21: — A good, general 
course. Almost on par with that in 
Arts, except that there is not enough 
work assigned. 

Economies 22:— The best course in 
tho Department of Commerce. Plenty 
of work for the worker and somclhlng 
valuable even for tlio slacker. Profes- 
sor Day wins the confidence of his 
class and presents both sides of the 
argument. 

Economics 23 A. 24:— Dr. Leacock 
takes tho course along and somehow 
persuades everybody that they arc in- 
torestcfl in Comparative National Gov- 
ernments.

Of 
courao tho objcollon to this course ar 
any Bophomoro will tell you is that 
it tho average student spent tho time 
necessary on English .2— tho other 
^JjTst year coursos would be absolutely 
. siîelvéai' Too much is oxpcotcd of the 
average student. 

4. Generally tho sophomore will do 
-.well to >ake this course. Mr. Latham 
of course is not at his bost In a' large 
room such as Room 44. Poetry is al- 
most neglected In Ihla course. To do 
well, the student should spend h!r 
tlmo on 'ho pro.sc-wrlters, Nowman, 
Carlylo, Landor, Thackeray and Dir- 
win In particular. Study and mei o- 
rlso thoir Ideas on education. 

6. Mr. X,atham makes ACUton really 
llvo In this cour.se — a much more in- 
teresting character than Spencer. The 
. -n-orlc is taken up very carotully and 
lioro -tho student will really enjoy 
himself— if ho enjoys literature. 

6. Dr. MacMlllan ha-i seldom tal;cn 
lip nior'; than five plays but tho coun-^o 
Jirh'ch ho gives to provldo an inlro- 



valuablo. Any student should be a.blc 
to study Shakesiicaro on his .iwn 
after taking tho course. A certain 
amount of memory work m.akcs the 
coursa tircsomo but no student should 
find objections to it. 

7. This course .shpuld not bo taken 
until the third year — and philosophy 
1. should be a pro-rcqulsltc. Dr. 
I'^Ilcs' attitude that tho avorago stu- 
dent is interested In literature makes 
tho course of valuo to a lover 
of lllorature btit .a farco to any- 
one looking for a snap-coursf 
In the attention paid to tho philosop- 
hical writers, tho course sometime: 
closely resembles ft course in philo- 
sophy, but this fact Is easily over- 
looked. 

9. In this -oiirse probaJiIy too much 
attention is paid to Tennyson and the 
other nineteenth "century auUiors Ig- 
nored. "Tho Princess" and "In Mcmo- 
riam" are sHidlcd very closely and 
carefully in the class, yet an average 
student can tacklo this course with- 
out any difficulty and get through. 

10. If you can concentrate In spile 
of monotone, you will get a gooil deal 
out of the lectures. To p-^iss thir 
course, ivglstcr, read Cross or any 
other hl.<story of the novel. 

12. Much of this .is dr.v— but Mr. 
Latham very wissly docs not spend 
much time on the Old English gram- 
mcr and the reading is In many in- 
stances entertaining. Students taking 
this course arc reminded that exc^l 
lent translations of every selection 
read are to be found in the librarj'. 

13. Students in this class will learn 
the lay-out of Moyso Hall and tie 
ihort cut through tho men's locker 
room to the back stage.

On December 19, 1927 tho seagoing 
tug OCEAN QUEEN, of which I was 
then Radio Operator, docked In her 
homo port of .\.storIa, Oregon. With 
no long towing jobs In prospect It 
appeared as It wo were to realize tho 
iinusudl event of a Christmas at home. 
Being too ' experienced, however, to 
cast iisldo all apprehensions wo were 
consequently more disgusted tliuii 
dlsajipolntcd wlien ordered out to re- 
lievo a sister ship, tlio OCBAN 
SCOUT, which had reported engine 
trouble while enroule south with a 
tow. Rut with the makings of a good 
Clirl»tinas dinner stocked in tlio gal- 
lo.v and a forecast ot f;i.lr weather 
ahead all hands had forgotten their 
troubles by the tlmo tho OCEAN 
QUKEN cleared the harbour. 

We met tho OCEAN .SCOUT a few 
miles offshore, took aboard tho linos 
fiMm tho oil barge she mis towing, 
.ind started tho tedious haul south to 
San Pedro. 

The liaul did not remain tedious \-cry 
'long, Tho weather broadciist ot the 
night ot December 21 reported dis- 
turbed weather conditions to the 
north but that In itself was ot little 
concern to un as wo wcro going 
south. Tho point In which wo wcro In< 
lerested was; would It stay in Its ori- 
ginal position. 

Tho report ot tho succeeding day 
showed tho storm area, to bo prac- 
tically stationary but on tho night of 
December 23 I received stonn warn- 
ings (rem all radio stations on the 
northern part ot tho Pacific Coast <ind 
tho broadcast of the next morning 
.«îhowed tho dislurbanco center to bo 
travelling m.pidly south. At noon a 
choppy swell set in from tho north- 
west and our tow, which had been be- 
having nicely, began lo tu-sert her In- 
dependence; forcing us to lengthen 
tho tow line. Tlio wind and .sea In- 
creased at dusk and a second warning 
from tho Eureka Radio made it ad- 
visable that we stretch another line 
to the barge. 

The wind continued to increase in 
severity and by midnight was blow- 
ing a half gale from the north. The 
stars had never appoa.red and we 
missed tho Point Arena light but a 
radio bearing showing us to Iki oil 
our true course, some miles offshore. 
It also showed that with the assis- 
tance of the wind and sea astern we 
were making remarkable good mile- 
age. 

In the early morning of December 
25, tho wind shifted to Iho northwest 
and blow towards Iho coiist. Increas- 
ing in ^■cloclly to .^ gale. With the 
wind and sea romiiis; from an :in^le 
behind her, tho OCEAN" QUKIC.N 
pitched and rolled torrltlcally, tearlns 
loose every In.scourely fastened ob- 
Ject within hor. Volumes of water 
poured over her low stern, riooilliig 
the galley and main deck quarters. 
Thoicrew had their choice ot holding 
on or being thrown into Intimate and 
violent contact with a bulkhead. .lust 
liffoio daybreak wo logged our firs; 
casualty when, after a particuliiiLv 
vicious roll of tlie ship, Uiieker, a fire- 
man, was b''0"Sht .up from the stolce 
hole badly 'burned. Ills place was 
taken by one ot tho deck gang. 

Christmas Day wan dull and dark. 
At eight o'clock In the morning the 
visibility remained very poor and we 
were unable to sight our low although 
llie laiilness of the tow linos liuliiut- 
ed that she was, at lea.st, :i float. 1 
reestablished communication witli tlio 
radio compara stations, oblaining a 
bearing which revealed us lo have 
been carried miles oft our course ant) 
dangerously close to tho shore. .\c- 
cordingly, tlio cour.so of the OCK.S.X 
QUERN was changed to swing her 
put to sea. Shortly iifler this inun- 
oouvor ihe stern watch reported lUai 
excess slack In the lowing cables 
showed tho hiirsc and tho QUKEN 
had temporarily l>artcd company. The 
engines were stopped lo obviate pos- 
slblllly ot touiing the propeller with 
the broken lines. In .so doing wo un- 
consciously exposed ourselves to a far 
greater danger Uiaii a fouled screw. 

I had mado my way In tlio stern 
my station being with tho dock force 
In such emergencies, and, .ilong with 
lierg, was guiding tho soggy ca.hles 
while Ilolgerscn ran Iho winch. .Sud 
douly Berg yelled, and il diihi'l lake 
us long to find out why. Swiftly 
tearing through the veil of mi.st 
driven by the force of wlntl and sen 
behind her, tho barge charged lowardf 
us. U seemed to mo to bo only n 
matter of second.') hctoro her lowering' 
blunt bow would clash Iho OCB.VN

Then I heard the 
engine room telegraph clang violent- 
ly and tho rudder ch.alns rattlo In the 
pipes as tho helm was put hard over. 
For an olornlty, it seemed, thero w.os 
no rosponso, then tho OCEAN QUBE.N' 
literally "capcd aaido ii.s her powerful 
screw churned up the sea beneath her 
counter. A narrow speak, that. 

Wo resumed our labor ot getting the 
cable abroad, signaled "all clciir," tho 
helm was put over ;iy:a,ln and wo were 
away in pursuit of tiio runaway barge. 
Catching up with her was compara- 
tively easy but getting a line abroad 
was something else again. It was Im 
possible to come close to hor with thp 
sea bouncing us about like nn empty 
shell. AVo ciimo In ns close as possi- 
ble on the windward side .md rigged 
up the life lino gun. A lucky ahot 
put a light ropo across the barge but 
It parted before a heavier cable could 
be bent lo It. Helgerscn, ha.nglng on 
to tho Ico deckhouse rail bosldo me, 
pointed. When tho QUEEN rose on 
the crests wo could dimly see tho out- 
lines ot tho very placo we had been 
trying to avoid: Bodega Head. That 
meant short work and long chances 
if we were to save our tow and the 
men aboard her. 

After two more attempts, hoa,vy 
lines wcro successfully passed to the 
barge. By tho time her crow signal- 
ed that the c.xblos had been mado f.tst 
wo were cioso enough inshore to dis- 
tinguish trec3 and houses. 

The OCEAN QUEEN eased off and 
headed Into tho face ot the wind. We 
had to chance the low capsizing, or 
tho cables parting, when .-ihe swung 
Into the trough of tho waves but It 
was our only move. She stayed right 
side up and the new linos held. 

From then on all we had to worry 
T,boHt was whether the OCEAN 
QUEEN could hold her own against 
tho elements or bo .swept b.nck onto 
the beach. Hugh w.n.vp.s broke over 
her continually, sweeping her from 
stem to stern and making life gener- 
ally miserable. Jho Captain wire- 
lessed O' r Kan Fi-anclsco offico for 
aid but tho reply read, "Xo relief 
vessel available at present."

able to make any headway with our 



tow so an urgent message for^ oasls' 
tanco was again sent In, requesting 
that a Coast Guard boat bo sent if 
iicccssary. This time tho answer was 
more oncouraglng, "OCE.VN PIIINCE 
now refueling to como lo your aid." 

All afternoon tho ship strained to 
haul (he bargo out ot tho danger zone. 
Practically every man' on board tooit 
his turn firing tho boilers to keep the 
safety valve at the blowing oft pres- 
sure. Tlio cngino room gang did a 
good days work that day. 

Tho promised assistance had not 
appeared by evcnli\g but tho sea was
